Senator Michener pointed out that 
an order in council had been passed 
and contract let for a new post office 
in Red Deer, but all public works had ~ 
been suspended until after the war. 
If this move took place -we would 
probably never have a new post office. 

The meeting seemed satisfied to 
deave it at that,.but the vote, which 
was 9 to 15, was rather. close, and 
would not indicate-any great desire 
on the part of the city for the change. 

As a citizen who voted. for the 
change said yesterday, “we vofed ‘to ~ 
have the post office further north be- 
cause we live in the north, you fellows 


in the south voted to keep it there =~ uy 


for the same reason.” 

The powers that be would be well 
advised to deal very gingerly with this 
question, because the city is pretty 
evenly divided upon it, and the mot-

NORWEGIAN CRAFT 
SUNK BY U-BOATS 


SUBMARINES STILL ACTIVE OFF 
THE AMERICAN COAST; NO 
CASUALTIES IN THE LAST 

DISASTER 


Washington, June 7.—The sinking 
of the Norwegian steamship Vinland 
by a German submarine, 65 miles off 
the Virginia Capes at 6 p.m. Wednes- 
day, June 5, was announced tonight 
by the navy department. The crew 
was rescued and landed today at Cape 
May, N.J. 

The Vinland was sent down nine 
hours after the British steamer Har- 
pathian was_ torpedoed, thirty-five 
miles farther from the Virginian coast. 
Until word of her sinking came from 
Cape May today nothing had been 
heard of the operations of the enemy 
raiders, since the landing of the Har- 
pathian’s crew yesterday. The Vin- 
land was a steamer of 1,193 tons. 

Cape May, June 7.—Nineteen sur- 
vivors of the Norwegian steamer Vin- 
land, sunk this morning by a Ger- 
man submarine, forty-six miles off 
Cape May, were landed here this morn- 
ing by a torpedo boat: destroyer. 

The Vinland was a schooner-rigged 
steamer, owned by O. and A. Irgens 
and Company, of Bergen in 1906; 
with a gross tonnage of 1,143 and a 
length of 228 feet. She was com- 
manded by Captain Bratland. 


She was last listed as having ar- 
rived at an American Atlantic port. 

The survivors, all members of the 
Vinland’s crew, were taken to the hos- 
pital at Wissahicken barracks. The 
destroyer that picked them up was a 
new boat and was on her trial trip.

FOOD PRICES BETWEEN 
~ MINNEAPOLIS AND 
EDMONTON COMPARED 


The Edmonton Bulletin Saturday 
gave the following comparison of 
prices between Minneapolis, Winni- 
peg and Edmonton. It would appear 
by this that Edmonton is just about 
the dearest place on earth to live in. 

An imaginary line separates Alberta 


‘and Manitoba from Minnesota, but no 


imagination is necessary to distin- 
guish the broad clear line which ex- 
ists between the prices paid for food- 
stuffs in the Canadian provinces and 
that State. It strikes the eye at one 
glance in the following figures com- 
piled from prices advertised in the 
Minneapolis papers by Minneapolis 
grocers and butchers this week, as 
compared with quotations for the 
same articles in Winnipeg and Ed- 
monton on the same day. The prices 
quoted in each case represent bargains 
in the commodities named:

The figures on the relative prices 
of beef sirloin steak, for instance, are 
even more startling when the live 
stock quotations are taken into con- 
sideration. 

On the Minneapolis live stock mar- 
ket beef steers sold at $16.50 to $16.00 
per hundred weight, while in Winni- 
peg they sold for $13.00 to $15.00, and 
in Edmonton for $12:00 to $13.50, all 
on the same day. Although beef on 
the hoof cost more in Minneapolis 
than in Winnipeg or Edmonton, the 
finished product in Canada cost about 
twice as much as in the United States. 

On pork the comparison is just as 
surprising. Hogs sold in Minneapolis 
on Tuesday at $16.35 to $16.45, in 
Winnipeg at $17.75, and in Edmorton 
ton at - $17.50 to $18.00. Compare 
those prices with the comparative 
prices of bacon, pickled spare ribs, 
and lard in the different cities. 

And Canada has a Food Control 
Board with western headquarters at 
Winnipeg.

YEARS

heroic act of this world war was the 
noble self-sacrifice of a mere child of 
fourteen years.

All went well for a long time, though 
the’ journey was full of perils. Sud- 
denly two burly Prussians barred his 
path, and he was taken before the 
enemy officers in charge of the near- 
est post. 

Asked his name, “Karl Webler,” he 
“Where do you live?” “With 


er?” “Killed!” “You bear,a German 
name and speak German. Why are 
you helping the enemy?” “I am Alsa- 
tian and love France, my Mother- 
land.” “Stupid young fool,” said the 
officer, “do you know your fate—a 
spy?” “Yes, sir,” “Do you love your 
mother?” “With all my heart.” “Very 
well. You love your mother and you 
would like to live. I will let you go 
and give you one hundred francs if 
you will tell me how many regiments 
and how many batteries are defending 
Altkirch.” “No, sir, I cannot.” “Why?” 
“Because I promised never to betray 
my country.” “Idiot!” The officer 
then said, “I will give you five minutes 
to accept my generous offer or you 
die.” The fateful minutes finished. 
“Well?” “Sir, I cannot and will not 
betray my country.” 

A few minutes after the little hero 
and his faithful dog were dead. 

The story was related by a prisoner 
who witnessed the scene. 

The widowed mother, now childless, 
broken hearted, but proud, points to 
visitors the two medals sent her by 
the French government, —‘La Med- 
aille Militaire,” and “La Croix de 
Guerre.”

STEADY EXPANSION OF 
MERCHANTS BANK 
SHOWN BY NEW 
ANNUAL REPORT 


ACCOMMODATION TO CANADIAN 
TRADE, BY CURRENT LOANS 
AND DISCOUNTS, HAS RISEN BY 
MORE THAN 27 MILLION DOL- 
LARS IN. TWO YEARS—SPLEN- 
DID PROGRESS OF THE DEPOSIT 
ACCOUNTS — A REMARKABLE 
RECORD OF DEVELOPMENT 
SINCE THE WAR BEGAN. 


The remarkable expansion of the 
Merchants Bank of Canada which has 
attracted attention in the last two 
annual reports, is well maintained in 
the report for the year ending April 
30, 1918, which was presented to the 
shareholders at the meeting on the 
fifth of June. It is a spectacular re- 
cord which this bank has achieved 
since its last peace-time regort, that 
of April, 1914. Its total assets at that 
time were only $83,120,471, while to- 
day they reach the splendid figure of 
$140,937,644. Thus in four years of 
war the bank has added almost, fifty- 
eight million dollars to ‘its business,

material enhancement in the value of 
the shareholders’ property. . 

During the year covered by the pres- 
ent report the deposit accounts of the 
Merchants Bank exhibited a growth 
well over 21 per cent., constituting a 
significant tribute to the standing of 
the institution and the wisdom and 
enterprise of its management. Non- 
interest deposits rose about seven 
and three-quarter millions, interest- 
bearing deposits rose eleven millions, 
and note circulation advanced nearly

three millions. The total Habilities to 
the public are now $126,322,671 (there 
having been a falling off in one ttem, 
that of balances due to bank and cor- 
respondents abroad), an increase of 
close on twenty million dollars—and 
against these Habilities there ig an 
accumulation of liquid assets amount- 
ing to $57,667,481, a ratio of 45.6 per 
cent. Much the larger part of these 
liquid assets (some thirty-four milli- 
ons) is in the form of cash, bank bal-' 
ances and call loans, and the remain- 
der consists for the most part of se- 
curities of public authorities either of 
the Dominion and its Provinces or of 
Britain or other Allied countries, con- 
stituting a valuable aid in the war 
financing of the Entente cause. 

But the most notable feature among 
the assets is the continued increase 
in the item of current loans and dis- 
counts. in Canada, representing the 
support which this bank, thanks to its 
deposftors, is able to afford to the 
operations of trade and industry in 
this Dominion. During the year the 
additions to this class of assets am- 
ounted to about thirteen and a half 
millions, and this on the top of an 
increase of fourteen millions in the 
preceding year. The item now stands 
at $76,194,016, which. it will be-seen 
is not far below the total assets of the 
bank at the beginning of the war. 

Profits for the year totalled $1,236,- 
680, but out of this there was appro- 
priated $400,000 for Contingent Fund 
and $120,000 for war taxes and pen- 
sion fund, so that the net result for 
the year was the addition of $16,681 
to the forward balance after the pay- 
ment of the usual 10 per cent dividend. 
It will be seen that earnings are very 
moderate in view of the size of the 
turn-over and the amount of the share- 
holders’ capital actually employed. 
The assets have been rigidly scrutin- 
ised, and securities re-valued at the 
current quotations. All together the 
exhibit for the year is one which 
should cause shareholders and clients 
alike entire satisfaction.

FARMERS’ FURIOUS FARCE. 


Two thousand Laurierite farmers, 
says the Toronto Sentinel, assembled 
in Toronto last week to solemnly re- 
solve that the Governor-General 
should dismiss the Unionist Govern- 
ment because it shows a determination 
to win the war. Having been unable 
to exclude Sir Robert Borden from 
power.in the constitutional manner by 
defeating him at the-polls, they want 
to get rid of him by resolution. The 
movement is so absolutely futile that 
it is a wonder any farmer who voted 
for the Unionists should be found 
amongst them. Apparently there were 
a few, as was the case at Ottawa re- 
cently. ‘E. C. Drury and W. L. Smith 
are beautiful specimens of independ- 
ent agriculturists. Men who can find 
it possible to follow their lead will 

‘ never add to the patriotism of Can- 
ada. The reason for the gathering 
_ was to stir up opposition to those who 
are giving Canada leadership in the 
national extremity. They spent two 
or three days fh Toronto in a sense- 
less agitation, when they should have 
been working on their land. That is 
the kind of thing partisanship drives 
men to do. Not one of them expected 
any result from the meeting beyond 
rasing a clamor against the Govern- 
ment. The speeches sounded the one 
note of selfishness. That kind of an 
appeal will not touch the sturdy farm- 
ers of Ontario who are doing their 
duty at this time. Why shouldn't the 
farmer follower of Laurier send his 
son to the war as well as_ the loyal 
men whose boys have gone long ago 
to fight for the liberties of Canada? 

The suggestion that there has been 
discrimination against the farming 
class is as false as it is futile. More 
consideration has been given them 
than any other section of the popula- 
tion. The fair minded men in the ru- 
ral districts know that. They did not 
join in the demonstration at Toronto, 
because they know that at a time like 
this every man must do his duty. 

If the intention was to make it ap- 
pear that the Ontario farmers, as a 
class, are opposed to the Government, 
the meeting was a lamentable failure. 
The balloting last December showed 
where the farmers of Ontario stood, 
and it was not with Laurier, as he ex- 
pected. They are clear headed, in- 
telligent, and loyal men. It has never 
been possible to stampede them by 
appeals to selfishness. It is not possi- 
ble to do it to-day. 

The sincerity of the movement was 
put to the test by an appeal to sub- 
scribe for $50 shares in a company to 
publish a farmers’ daily paper. When 
those who were willing to subscribe 
were asked to stand, about fifty of the 
two thousand rose to their feet. This 
brought from the chairman the remark 
that there was only enough pledged to 


get out the first issue. Talk is cheap, 
as the fervor of the speeches showed, 
but it takes money to run a news- 
paper, and the delegates were not 
willing to back their resolutions with 
their accounts. No clearer evidence 
could be given of the purely partisan 
political purpose of the meeting. 

There were fiery denunciations of 
the press because their views were not 
represented. But while they were 
shouting protests at the Globe and Mail 
they were not rushing subscriptions 
to the Weekly Sun which is in each 
issue printing all the pacifist bosh that 
any friend of Laurier would possibly 
desire. The farmers of Ontario are 
cruelly misrepresented by these agi- 
tators, and nobody knows it better 
than the men who are trying so des- 
perately to mislead them. 


A DRY YEAR. 


Dry weather prevails in most parts 
of the province, and already the hay 
crop {is suffering and timothy hay will 
be a light crop even in this district, 
which has never had a failure of grain 
crops through lack of rain. The south 
and east country is suffering for want 
of moisture, and unless bountiful show- 
ers come down, there will be serious 
loss from drought in Alberta. N. A. 
Klburn, who was'‘in the city Friday 
last, and who travels over the entire 
North Country, from Olds to Atha- 


basca, stated that so far as he could. 


judge there was a fair amount of 
moisture up to a line running north 
and south about fifty miles east of Red 
Deer, further east rain was badly 
needed and unless it came very soon 
not only the hay crop, but the grain 
crop would be ruined.

THE U.F.A. POSITION 


The United Farmers of Alberta 
took formal steps to record their opin- 
ion that the government having decid- 
ed that military man-power was the 
first essential in the prosecution of the 
war, the farmers could only accept 
their decision and loyally aid in en- 
forcing it. It is true that President 
Wood, of the United Farmers, weaken- 
ed considerably at the Toronto con- 
vention, apologetically said that 
if the United Farmers had known of 
the plans of the Ontario organization 
the telegram to the above effect would 
not have been forwarded—a statement 
the accuracy of which there is good 
reason to doubt. Mr. Wood apparent- 
ly disliked the position in which he 
was placed, and. hesitated to speak 
frankly to the delegates. There is no 
reason to believe that in that attitude 
he was really representative of the 
Alberta farmers. 


SERVICE STRIPES OF SOLDIERS 
EXPLAINED. 


Many people are puzzled over the 
different stripes on the soldiers’ arm. 
For instance, the red stripe means that 
the soldier was on the firing line in 
1914. The blue stripes with points 
turning downwards show the number 
of years service since 1914, one stripe 
for each year of service. Then there 
is the gold braid stripe lengthwise 
with the sleeve about two inches long 
which represents times wounded 
while on active service. Then there 
is the good conduct stripe, which is 
rarely won until after two years ser- 
vice, and may almost be compared to 
an award like the D.C.M. They are 
not very numerous. The good con- 
duct stripe is exactly like an N.C.O.'s 
stripe, but is worn with the points up- 
wards on the cuff of the sleeve about 
four inches from the lower edge. It 
may be said that there are a number 
of the Red Deer boys wearing these 
good conduct stripes, and are prouder 
of them than N.C.O.'s stripes.

Though the farmers’ delegation 
which stormed Ottawa last month 


was almost exclusively drawn from 
Ontario and Quebec, Alberta had at 
least -two - representatives. One of 
these was Mr. James Miner, of the 
Camrose district.. A- sequel to his. 
trip is related by the Melville corres- 
pondent of the Camrose Canadian, 
who, in reporting a meeting of the 
Melville branch of ie U.F A, writes 
as follows:. 

“Mr, Miner egontéd an account 
for nearly $60, being the amount the 
Melville U.F.A. should pay towards 
his expenses to Ottawa during his 
recent trip. The meeting absolutely 
refused to pay the account and they 
wanted it thoroughly understood that 
the Melville U.F.A. had nothing to do 
with any representation that was sent 
to Ottawa’ through the person of Mr. 
Miner. Mr. Miner thereupon resigned 
his office, and Mr. George Sawyer was 
unanimously elected president of the 
Melville U.F.A. 

“There are a number of farmers of 
this district who expressed willing- 
ness to become members of the asso- 
ciation under the new management. 

The Journal has no doubt that the 
attitude of the mass of U.F.A. mem- 
bers towards the delegation in which 
Mr. Miner participated is correctly 
represented by the action of the Mel- 
ville branch.—Edmonton Journal. 


Calgary has had a period of great 
prosperity during the past few 
months, and now Edmonton reports 
residences are at a premium in that 
city, and rents have risen from 25 to 
50 per cent. This prosperity in the 
big cities is reflected in Red Deer, 
and rents have stiffened and in some 
cases have been increased. It is now 
difficult to get a home in the city with 
modern conveniences. 


TWO THOUSANDSAILORS 
LOST DURING FIGHT 


OFFICER TELLS OF SINKING THE 
AUSTRIAN BATTLESHIP AND 
DAMAGING ANOTHER . 


Venice, June 14.—Commander Rizzo, 
whose remarkable feat in sinking an 
Austrian battleship in the Adriatic, 
has thrilled Italy, tells a graphic 
story of the encounter in which he 
took part and during which another 
Austrian battleship was either badly 
damaged or destroyed by another 
motor boat in charge of Commander 
Millazo. It is possible that 2,000 
sailors were lost in the encounter. 

“I was on patrol scout duty.” he 
said, “off the Dalmatian coast near 
Pass Helve, between the Islands of 
Asinello and Preluda. I had just 
finished my patrol and had turned for 
my base when about ten miles away 
I saw a great enveloping cloud of 
smoke. I thought at first it was some 
boat which had discovered me and 
giving chase. I determined that the 
safest course was to turn back and 
get it before it got me. 

EVERY MAN WAS WILLING. 

“I said to my two crews of ten men 
to each boat: ‘Fellows, the Italian 
scout boats have been waiting for two 
years, and the whole Italian navy has 
been trying for three years to destroy 
Austrian ships. Are you willing to 
risk all on a chance of obtaining glory 
and the country’s gratitude?’ 

“To a man they answered ‘Yes.’ 

“We were speeding back with our 
motors muffled, when to my amaze- 
ment I discovered two battleships sur- 
rounded by a number of destroyers, 
which I later counted as ten. I as- 
signed the second battleship to the 
other motor boat, while I took the 
first. 

“I slipped inside the line of destroy- 
ers, between the third and fourth of 
these craft. I was not noticed in the 
light fog.” The water was smooth and 
my torpedoes got off nicely. My first, 
with a 500 pound charge struck the 
first dreadnaught between the two 
funnels, while the second struck her 
just aft the second funnel. As the 
torpedoes exploded I saw the mighty 
ship tremble, two great fountains of 
water rose high in the air, and black 
smoke welled up from the rents in her 
side. 

“Then I ran for it, escaping between 
the second and third destroyers in the 
line. I was discovered by the fourth 
destroyer, which gave chase at a dis- 
tance of 150 yards and firing on me. 
I was too close however, to be hit. 
Then I dropped a depth charge bomb, 
such as is generally used against sub- 
marines. Fortunately for us it explod- 
ed under the destroyer. I saw’ her 
leap into the air turn sharply, then 
stop, giving up the chase and per- 
mitting us to escape. The other de- 
stroyers were busy trying to save the 
lives of the sailors on the dread- 
naught.”

Halifax, N.S., June 14.—‘No man 
has a right to go on strike at this 
time, no matter how great the provo- 
cation,” was Hon. Frank B. Carvell’s 
unequivocal statement when he ar- 
rived at New Glasgow tonight in com- 
pany with Hon. J. D. Reid. 

The ministers were met at the de- 
pot by representatives of the strikers, 
who came to present their case. The 
strike leaders received a very unsym- 
pathetic reception from the minister 
of public works, who remarked that 
“everybody now has either to work or 
fight.”

This for the reason that the 
Information obtained on Registration 
Day will be émployed in speeding up 
assential production, directing the flow 
of labor to the things that really count, 
and generally bringing Canada’s par- 
ticipation up to the point of maximum 
effort.

‘HUN: OFFENSIVE DEAD. 


ALLIES EXPECT ANOTHER DRIVE 
IN REGION OF ARRAS OR IN 
THE DISTRICT OF SCARPE 


iY 

The attempted. drive: by the armies 
of the German ‘crown prince toward 
Paris. seems to be definitely checked. 
With thousands of their men having 
been fed to the guns on the Montdid- 
fer-Noyon and Soissons-Villers-Cotter- 
ets sectors in the mad rush to pierce 
the allied lines in.these regions, and 
thus gain a’fairway'to the . French 
capital, the manoeuvers of the German 
commanders apparently have brought 
to the German arms nothing more than 
the obliteration of the Noyon salient 
and the capture of a few unimportant 
positions southwest of Soissons near 
the outskirts of the Villers-Cotterets 
forest. 

Thursday, the sixth day of the of- 
fensive between Noyon and Montdid- 
ier, witnessed only small local actions, 
the depleted German forces apparently 
fearing again to test the mettle of the 
French and allied troops, whose guns, 
machine guns, and rifles had worked 
such havoc among them. Less than 
three days was required by the allics 
to bring the enemy to a virtual halt 
south of the Aisne. 

The feeling still prevails in military 
circles in France that the main effort 
of the Germans has not yet been 
launched, and speculation is rife as to 
when it will come, and what the ob- 
jective. will be—whether Paris or the 
channel ports.

Seemingly it is not improbable that 
Field Marshal Haig’s forces will be 
asked again to measure their strength 
against the Germans and that territory 
near Arras, or in the Scarpe sector, or 
before both positions, may be chosen 
by the Germans as the theater. In both 
these sectors the “German guns are 
again working with the violence that 


start their expected offensive against 
the Italians. Several. ‘fresh “attacks: 
have been: made against the lines in 
the mountain région, : but ‘the Italian 
war office announces that they were 
repulsed.

Proposed Post Office Transfer 


The Secretary-Treasurer read the 
following letter from Dr. Clark, M.P., 
in reply to the resolution of the Coun- 
cil of the Board of Trade asking the 
transfer of the post office to the former 
Dominion Lands office building: 

“I beg to acknowledge yours with en- 
closed resolution of the Red Deer 
Board of Trade. As Mr. T. A. Gaetz 
has informed you, I at once took the 
matter up on his representations. 
Complications have arisen since owing 
to the hostility of Senator Michener. 
He claims the resolution of your Board 
was passed at a small meeting. 

“I trust you will appreciate that it 
will be difficult to persuade Ministers 
to act without a fairly unanimous sen- 
timent on the part of the people of 
Red Deer. I have, meantime, laid the 
views of the Board before Ministers, 
but await further expressions of opin- 
ion before pressing the matter.” 

Senator Michener, in defining his 
own position, believed that Dr. Clark’s 
letter put his attitud: rather more 
strongly than was justified by the 
facts. They would acquit him of hay- 
ing any ulterior motive; he dealt with 
the matter solely from the point of 
view of the public interest. He re- 
viewed his talk with Dr. Clark over 
the matter, and said he and Dr. Clark 
had agreed to defer action in waiting 
upon the Minister of Public Works 
until a fuller meeting of the Board of 
Trade was held and the view of: the 
business men and citizens definitely 
ascertained. For himself he was op- 
posed to the transfer of the postoffice 
because it would shut out for years 
the possibility of getting the new pub- 
lic building for which the Dominion 
appropriations had been made, _ for 
which the excavation had been done 
and the plans executed and paid for. 
If they were content now to take the 
former Dominion Lands building as a 
postoffice, they would lose the other 
building, whereas he was _ confident 
that, after the war was over and the 
Government got down to regular busi-" 
ness again, they would get the buil¢- 
ing for which the good faith of the 
Dominion was pledged to Red Deer. 
Then there was the retention of the 
Customs port, If the postoffice was 
moved,it would have to be placed on 
the ground floor of the present public 
building, for which alterations would 
have to be made, and if the Customs 
department had to move _ upstairs 
again, and the present building had to 
be refitted, then the Government might 
wipe out this Customs branch alto- 
gether. If they had no prospect of a 
new building then they could not move 
the postottice too soon from its present 
quarters, but if they would wait a 
couple of years until things again be- 
came normal and they could with good 
grace ask the Government to make 
good -their pledge of a new postofiice 
building, it would be worth while to 
put up with the present accommoda- 
tion for,.a time. 

It was decided that it would be better 
to deal with this proposed transfer at 
a@ special meeting of the Board to be 
held next Monday evening and to no- 
tify every member of the Board of the 
business coming up.

The officer who recruited the unit) § 


which is already in France says it 
would be impossible to brigade an 
American troop without the girls. He 
predicts the greatest efficiency. In 
Paris from 40 to 60 seconds are need: 
ed to complete one telephone call. The 
American unit handles three hund- 
red calls in one hour. Not one of the 
girls went over without knowing and 
facing willingly the danger. All are 
there because they wish to serve. 

Just what it means to be able to fill 
a position of this kind before acquiring 
the technical skill may be gathered 
from the recommendations sent by 
former employees. Of one girl it was 
said: “She is very exact; a close ob- 
server of details. She is intelligent, 
courteous and has a strong character, 
has the average level-headedness and 
judgment in emergency. She speaks 
French and English fluently, also Ger- 
man, Dutch and Spanish. She has a 
good education, telephone ability and 
teaching experience. 

A prominent business man recom- 
mends his private secretary as fol- 
lows: “She has been my private sec- 
retary for ten years. She is well edu- 
cated, speaks French well, is indus- 
trious, thoroughly reliable in every 
way. It is needless to say she may 
have her present position as long as 
she wants it and her present position 
is open for her until her return.”
